SURVIVORS TELL 
OF MALMGREN’S DEATH. 

Moscow, July 15.—(4)—A graphic 
account of the tragedy that betell Dr 
Finn Malmgren, noted Swedish mete- 
orologist, including his burial alive in 
and icy grave, is given in a radiogram 
to Tass Soviet news ageucy ‘trom 
Professer Samoilovich, head of the 
Russian relief expedition aboard the 
icebreaker Krassin. Captains Mar- 
jane and Zappi, companions of the 
scientist, were rescued by the ship 
Jast week and are recuperating from 
their barrowing experience. 

The three men left the main group 
of Italia survivors to try to find help 
and wandered aimlessly about in an 
icebound world until Dr. Malmgren 
could go no further. Acceding to 
Professor Samoilovich’s request for de-

Suffered Privation. 

“In our march landward we suf- 
fered untold privation.. For days we 
drifted on floating ice. Several miles 
southeast of Island Brok Malmgren 
was unable to march on and ‘told us} 
to go ahead and take all the provis- 
ions. Before leaving Malmgren asked 
us to dig a grave in the ice and he 
Jay down. Quietly he stretched ou: 
his hand bidding us adieu and handing 
his compass requesting us to give it 
to his mother. 

“We plodded on slowly and in 24 
hours were only 100 meters’ from 
Malmgren. We saw Malmgren raise 
his head. Hoping that driven by hun- 
ger, he would go on with us, we 
waited. Realizing this, Malmgren 
cried ‘Go! 10 at the price of my 
life, you'll save all.’ 

“We marched on, suffering great

WAR CLOUDS HOVER

New York, July 15.—(#)—The most 
definite move toward world peace since 
Locarno, reflected this week in de- 
cisions by 15 leading nations to ac- 
cept the Kellogg-Briand treaty against 
aggressive warfare, was marred by 
the flaring of old grudges in several 
war-breeding regions. 

The anti-war pact is still far from 
final signature. Only three nations, 
Germany, France and Italy, have de- 
livered their replies to Washington 
but for the first time since Foreign 
Minister Briand proposed a Franco- 
American friendship agreement and 


Secretary Kellogg countered suggest- 
ing a multi-lateral treaty outlawing 
war the end of long diplomatic nego- 
tiations seems in sight. 

Germany's answep is known to be 
virtually a blanket acceptance of the 
pledge against aggressive war. France 
is believed to have similarly replied 
with the addition of some explana- 
tions by M, Briand, the foreign min- 
ister, as to’ his understanding of the 
pact, 

Independent States. 

England’s approval awaits the end 
of consultations with the dominions. 
A notable fact is that the Irish Free 
State, India, Canada, New Zealand 
and Australia will act in the matter 
as sovereign states. In general the 
sritish attitude is expected to paral- 
lel that of France. Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain’s last word on the subject was 
to assure impatient labor members of 
parliament that the government would 
proceed with customary caution. 

Rumania set the pace for her sister 
nations of the little entente with a 
cabinet declaration in favor of the 
pact. From Tokyo comes word that 
Japan will accept with one or two 
minor reservations. In general the 
developments of the wee!: have assured 
governments concerned of the. ulti- 
mate acceptance of “war outlawry”’ 
to such an extent that a world con- 
ference to sign the formal agreement 
is already under discussion. 

In Europe and Asia the treaty has 
a special meaning for it is being hailed 
as marking the end of America’s aioof- 
ness from the world.

I. W. Bentley Declares 
That Miss Stanfield

Witnessed Shooting. 


When H. C. Garrison, superintend- 
ent of the Atlanta Terminal station, 
comes to trial for shooting Patrick M. 
Sullivan, a draftsman for the state 
highway department, shortly after 
noon Saturday, following an alterca- 
tion over Miss Louise M. Stanfield, 
30-year-old divorcee who is employed 
in the superintendent's office, one of 
his chief witnesses will be his secre- 
tary, I. W. Bentley, of 1152 Sells ave- 
nue, it was indicated Sunday. 

Bentley says that he arrived on 


the scene just after Garrison had been 
struck by Sullivan, and that he wit- 
nessed the shooting. He also states 
that Miss Stanfield could not have 
seen the shooting, as she claims to 
— done in her statement to the po- 
ice. 

Immediately following the shooting 
Garrison was carried to police head- 
quarters, where Chief of Detectives 
A. Lamar Poole allowed him to make 
$2,000 bond, after learning that Sul- 
livan was not thought to be fatally 
shot. Attaches at Grady hospital 
stated that the bullet entered just be- 
low the heart, shattering several ribs, 
but the belief was expressed that the 
wounded man would recover unless 
complications arise. His condition 
Sunday night was characterized as be- 
ing “fair.” 

Heard Commotion. 

“T was sitting in Garrison's office,” 
Bentley told The Constitution Sun- 
day, “when I heard a commotion in 
the corridor about twelve or fifteen 
feet from where I was working. “I 
did not hear any conversation what- 
soever, but I did hear several thump- 
ing sounds and a heavy thud, as if of 
a man‘s body falling. I dashed into 
the corridor and found Garrison lying 
on the floor. Sullivan was standing 
eight or ten feet away, and Garrison 
was attempting to get on his feet, 
when the former made a lunge at him. 

“When Sullivan was about three 
feet from him I saw Garrison take a 
32-caliber pistol from his hip-pocket 
anJl fire one time. Sullivan never did 
fall, but grabbed his side and stum-

S SHOT TO DEATH 


IN FAMILY AFFRAY 


19-Year-Old Youth Held; 

Father and Daughter 
Wounded in Exchange 
of Shots. 


Augusta, Ga., July 15—(@)— 
Wounds of a shotgun and not a pis- 
tol bullet brought death to Miss Jes- 
sie Oliver, 62, in a shooting affray 
last night at the home of her brother, 
Frank Oliver, himself wounded, the 
coroner announced tonight, after 4n 
autopsy on the body. 

Iryine Cato, 19, was held in jail 
here pending the verdict of the coron- 
er’s jury tomorrow. 

Miss Oliver was slain during an 
affray between her brother, J. H. 


Cato, 42, the boy’s father. and the 
boy. Both Cato and his 15-year-old 
daughter Alice, were wounded by 
Oliver. 

The trouble was said to have arisen 
during an argument between Oliver 
and Cato, a_ share-cropper on _ his 
plantation, as to whether the lot gate 
should be locked, preventing the 
Catos from free use of livestock. 

Gave Brother Pistol. 

When the argument arose, Miss 
Oliver was said to have brought her 
brother a pistol from the house. When 
he pointed it at young Cato, the older 
share-cropper intervened and Oliver 
began shooting. 

Young Cato then ran to his home 
nearby and returned with a shotgun, 
opening fire on Oliver, sending a load 
of birdshot into the latter’s side. Dur- 
ing the shooting Miss Oliver fell, and 
for a time it was believed she had 
been accidentally slain by her 
brother, 

The autopsy today, physicians said, 
revealed that one of the birdshot from 
the gun in the hands of young Cato 
had penetrated one eye and entered 
the brain, causing her death. Oliver 
who last night was believed fatally 
wounded, tonight was said to have a 
good chance of recovery. 

Oliver today said that his sister 
was standing directly in front of him 
when Cato fired and believed she had 
been hit at the same time he was 
wounded as he did not recall hearing 
more than one explosion from the 
shotgun. 

The elder Cato and his daughter 
suffered flesh wounds.

Greatest Funeral Cere- 
monial in New York His- 
tory Planned When 
Flier’s Body Leaves. 


MEXICO TO:GIVE 
GENERAL’S FUNERAL 


War Department Re- 
scinds Posthumous Gen- 
eralship; To Place Slab 
Where Aviator Took Off 


New York, July 15.—(United 
News.)—The body of Captain Emilio 
Carranza, of Mexico, lay in state to- 
night in a litte] flower-banked chapel 


on upper Broadway. 

All afternoon, while a warm sun 
baked the sidewalk, crowds of wom- 
en and men waited outside the fu- 
neral church for an opportunity to 
pay a few moments silent tribute be- 
fore the flag-draped casket of a sis- 
ter nation’s greatest aviator. 

The greatest military funeral cor- 
tege and ceremonial that New York 
city has ever seen will escort the 
body Wednesday when it is taken to 
the special train en route to Mexico 
City via Laredo, Texas. West Point 
eadets will command the six-horse 
field artillery caisson on which the 
casket will be carried. 

A long line of persons eager to pay 
tribute to the career of Mexico's 
young aviation hero gathered before 
the funeral church early this after- 
noon. Despite the discomfort of the 
burning sun, they stood in line for 
nearly an hour waiting their turn 
to enter the chapel. By midafter- 
noon the line extended for nearly a 
block as more and more persons join- 
ed the throng. 

Silently they entered the funeral 
church, climbed three flights of nar- 
row stairs and entered a small can- 
dle-lit chapel. The casket, across 
which had been spread the flags of 
Carranza’s nation and the nation In 
which he met his death when his 
monoplane fell during a severe elec- 
trical and rainstorm, was nearly hid- 
den behind the lavish floral offerings 
presented by high officials of Ameri- 


ca. 

Beside the casket stood two of the 
fallen hero’s countrymen, their bodies 
rigidly at attention, their faces tense 
and set. ‘'wo tall candles flickered 
at either end of the carket. 

One of the most prominent floral 
offerings was a model airplane simi- 
lar in design to the silver-hued craft 
in which Carranza was attempting 
to make a non-stop flight to his na- 
tive capital when he was killed. It 
was a creation of blood-red and white 
flowers woven together in an attrac- 
tive piece about four feet long. It 
rested along on a table opposite the 
casket and a card attached to the 
tiny silver propeller bore a Spanish 
message and the signature, “Plutarco 
Calles, president of the republic of 
Mexico.” 

Major General Manson E. Ely, 
commanding the second corps area, 
and in charge of arrangements, an- 
nounced today a body of troops esti- 
mated at 10,000 men would join in 
the ceremonies Wednesday. Repre- 
sentatives of the city and other groups 
will participate. 

A full funeral escort, including all 
the regular troops in the metropoli- 
tan area, a naval detachment, all na- 
tional guard troops of New York and 
New Jersey and reserve officers, will 
accompany the body to its special 
train. Governor Smith, New York, 
and Governor Moore, of New Jer- 
sey, have been invited to be present. 

The train, circled by a squadron 
of army airplanes, will depart about 
3 p.m. Wednesday, according to 
temporary arrangements. At Laredo

Girl Anaemia Victim Dies 


BLOOD TRANSFUSION 


ATTEMPT IS FAILURE $2 


Despite Friend’s Sacrifice 


Despite the sacrifice of a girl 
friend, the best efforts of doctors and 
the constant care of relatives, death 
claimed Miss Georgia Mae Starks 
early Sunday morning as she lay in 
Grady hospital exhausted from her 
ten-day fight for life. 

The end came quietly for the pretty 
16-year-old girl, with her mother, an 
aunt and a brother and sister at the 
bedside hoping against hope that 
somehow their loved one might find 
strength to fight vif for a liitic tonzger 
the pernicious anaemia which had 
steadily weakened her since she en- 
tered the hospital on July 4. 

Her death was rendered doubly 
tragic by the fact that it is thought 
by doctors that a blood transfusion 
several days ago might have saved 
the girl's life, but up until Friday no 
one whose blood was suited was 
found. On that day, in response to 
an appeal published in The Constitu- 
tion, Miss Lucille Yancey, a chum of 
the stricken girl, appeared at+the hos- 
pital and a test showed her blood to 
be satisfactory. An attempt at trans- 
fusion could not be nade until Satur- 
day, and when it was attempted at 
that time it was found that the dread 
malady had progressed too far and 
Miss Starks was too weakened to 
stand the shock of the operation. 

With her last chance for life gone 
the girl struggled feebly against the 
inevitable until about 7:30 o'clock 
Sunday morning, and then, her 
strength exhausted by her efforts, 


quietly died as her relatives stood 
helplessly by. 


Miss Starks was the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. J. P. Starks, of River- 
dale, and was visiting an aunt, Mrs. 
Mary Malcolm, of 432 Pryor street, 
S. W., at the time that she was 
stricken. Her mother was summoned 
and had been constantly at the bed- 
side. 

Miss Yancey, who made a brave 
but futile attempt to aid the doomed 
girl, had been a close friend of Miss 
Starks, but had been out of touch 
with her companion for some time, 
and did not know of her chum’s need 
until she saw The Constitution Fri- 
day morning. Hastening at once to 
the hospital she made her offer of 
blood. 

At the time that Miss Yancey’s 
blood was approved for the trans- 
fusion, which was never to take place, 
more than fifteen other ap;licants, 
chosen from more than fifty who ap- 
plied in response to the appeal of The 
Constitution, were tested. Doctors at 
the time stated that never had they 
seen such a response to an appeal for 
aid, and that weg | of those who an- 
swered had never known Migs Starks 
nor her family. In all, more than for- 
ty persons were tested before Miss 
Yancey was selected. 

The body was removed to Hapesille 
by Brandon & Williams, undertak- 
ers, who will be in charge of funeral 
services which will be held at the 
Riverdale Baptist church at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon.

Washington, July 15.—()—Un- 
qualified acceptances by Italy and 
France of Secretary Kellogg’s treaty 
for the renunciation of war as an 


instrument of national policy, the 
preamble of which was revised and 
resubmitted to 14 principal nations 
on June 23 were made public to- 
night by the state department. 

American government officials, 
while refusing comment on the re- 
plies, indicated their gratification 
over the attitude of the two European 
governments toward the new pact. 
Germany already has accepted with- 
out reservation and unofficial infor- 
mation indicates Great Britain will 
present a favorable reply this week. 

Premier Mussolini’s acceptance for 
ary was brief. ated today, it 
Salad ° 

“The royal government, which has 
attentively examined the last draft of 
a treaty for the elimination of war 
proposed by the United States, takes 
note of and agrees with the interpre- 
tation of the said treaty which the 
government of the United States set 
forth in the nete of June 23 last and 
on this premise declares that it is 
disposed to proceed to the signature 
thereof.” 

Aristide Briand, French foreign 
minister, in his note dated July 14, 
said “it follows from the new pre- 
amble that the proposed treaty in- 
deed aims at the perpetuation of the 
pacific and friendly relations under 
the contractual conditions in which 
they are today established between 
the interested nations; that it is es- 
sentially a question for the signatory 
powers of renouncing war ‘as an in- 
strument of their national policy’ and 
also that the signatory. power which 
hereafter might seek, by itself re- 
sorting to war, to promote its own 
national interests, should be denied 
the benefits of the treaty.” 

M. Briand said France was happy 
to declare that it is in accord with 
these new stipulations and to take 
note of the interpretations Secretary 
Kellogg had given to the new treaty 
in his note of June 23 with a view 
to satisfying the various observations

Young ‘Poet 
With Soul’ 


Arrives Here 


Judy Rayford Reaches At- 
lanta on Way to Meet 
Borglum. 


Faced with a golden opportunity, 
undreamed of a week ago, Judy Ray- 
ford, 20-year-old Mobile artist, poet, 


collegian and traveler of the dusty 
ways “bummed” into Atlanta Sunday 
on his way to Durham, N. C., where 
he hopes to meet Gutzon Borglum, 
famous sculptor, who has described 
the young poet-artist as “the youth 
with a poetic soul,” and wishes to 


make him a protege. 
“There just must be a catch in 


it somewhere,” the youth said as he 
told his story in The Constitution 
offices Sunday night—a tale of 
years of hardship and struggle to- 
ward an artistic career capped by 
this climax of unlooked-for good for- 
tune. 

The first inkling of his good luck 
came to Judy on Friday the thir- 
teenth, as he sat in his home at Mo- 
bile and saw in a newspaper a story 
to the effect that Borglum was search- 
ing for a boy-artist, whose name he 
did not remember. 

“Mother, I’m the boy Mr. Borglum 
is looking for!” Rayford exclaimed 
as he saw the newspaper, and it has 
since developed that he is the one 
whose work so impressed the sculptor 
when Rayford visited him in San 
Antonio some months ago. Sending 
a telegram to Borglum stating that 
he would be in Durham as soon as 
possible the boy set out at once. 

Rayford explained that last April, 
while a student at Duke university, 
he learned that Borglum was in San 
Antonio, and always having been anx- 
ious to meet him he set out for the 
Texas city. Undaunted by a lack of 
funds he “bummed” and arrived at 
his destination in 12 days after sev- 
eral stop-overs. 

For two days he tried to tet an 
audience with Borglum, but was un- 
successful. At last he met him for a 
few minutes and told him that he 
wanted to be a sculptor. Borglum 
asked if he had done modeling and 
Rayford told him he had not. Asked 
if he did any sort of artistic work, 
the lad proffered some of his poems 
and and some sketches which Borg- 
lum accepted, but did not look over 
at once as he was too busy. 

Judy remained in the city for two 
days linner and the great sculptor 
was kind to him, but showed no _ par- 
ticular interest in the boy’s artistic 
potentialities, beyond saying that he 
would give him a job ih two or three 


ears. 
So, broke and faced with the neces- 
sity of working, the boy quietly left 
the city thinking that Borglum had 
glanced over his’ work and discarded 
it. Working and sketching in his 
spare time since that visit Rayford 
had nearly forgotten the incident 
when he was startled by the news 
that the great carver of stone was 
searching for him.

Expect Speedy Trials for 
Defendants; Other Ar- 
rests Are Expected Early 
Monday. 


Biloxi, Miss., July 15.—(/)—Wil- 
liam E. Miller, postmaster at Wiggins, 
Miss., was arrested today on a war- 
rant based upon an indictment return- 
ed last Friday by the federal grand 
jury investigating unlawful acts in 
connection with patronage in Missis- 
sippi. 

Miller was taken to the Harrison 
county jail at Gulfport, and probably 
will be returned here at 10 o’clock to- 
morrow morning for: arraignment be- 
fore Judge Edwin R. Holmes, with Ed 
L. Patton, negro political leader of 
Jackson, Miss., and J. C. Tannehill, 
of Sumrall, Miss., former deputy 
United States marshal, both of whom 
were arrested at Jackson yesterday by 
Deputy Marshal Schneider. 

All three. men were charged with 
violation of the federal act of De- 
cember 1, 1926, prohibiting buying 
and selling of public offices, and also 
with conspiracy under the general fed- 
eral statute covering that offense. 

Miller, after his arrest here this 
morning, was said to have made a 
comprehensive statement to federal of- 
ficers concerning the method by which 
he gained his appointment to the Wig- 
gins postmastership, but details of the 
alleged confession were not obtainable 
today. 

Judge Hoimes will reconvene feder- 
al district «vurt here at 10 o'clock to- 
morrow morning and the grand jury 
will proceed with its investigation.

Coupled with the growing strength 
of the Croatian independence move- 
ment, ‘the general political situation 
affecting Jugo-Slavia, Bulgaria and the 
‘fiery Macedonian revolutionary ele- 
iment in both countries, has rarely 
given less promise of peace.

Recognizing the Papal Sovereignty. 

A professor in one of our Georgia 
universities asks me, “Would it not 
be possible for a Catholic president— 
say Smith, for instance—to recognize 
the pope at Rome as a temporal sov- 


ereign and set up diplomatic relations 
with the Vatican? 

Certainly; any president of any re- 
ligious connection could do the same 
if he should be fool enough to do it. 
And Governor Smith's bitterest enemy 
will not say that.he is a fool. 

President Roosevelt recognized a 
mushroom government in Panama that 
sprang up overnight and then made 
an isthmian canal treaty with it. 

It does not seem to be generally 
known that the United States has 
been in diplomatie relations with the 
Vatican. Before our civil war and be- 
fore the Sardinian revolution resulted 
in the unification of Italy, the pope 
ruled a belt of papal states across 
the middle of the peninsula. He had 
his capital in the Vatican at Rome 
and was recognized by other govern- 
ments as a reigning temporal sover- 
eign. The United States accorded such 
recognition for purposes of amity and 
commerce. Presidents from Tyler to 
Lircoln appointed ministers to repre- 
sent this nation at the Vatican and 
both whig and democratic senates con- 
firmed them.

Fears a War With Mexico. 

A very able preacher of our state 
voices to me his fear that Governor 
Smith, if elected president, would fo- 
ment trouble with the Mexican govern-

May I be permitted to give my per- 
sonal opinien that Smith is not now 
and never would be such a blare-eyed 
idiot as to involve the United States 
in the controversy mentioned. 

Congress declares our wars, and not 
the president. Any act of his not war- 
ranted by the constitution and justi- 
fiable provocations that would put us 
at war would make him liable to im- 
peachment. So I am sure that any 
fear that Smith as president would 
send us into a religious war with 
Mexico, or any other country, is wholly 
chimerical. It is no concern of ours 
how Mexico settles her religious broils. 

As for other questions, I am free 
to say that the Catholics of this coun- 
try cannot elect Smith president; he 
will be elected, if at all, by the votes 
of Protestants of the Union. The 
proportion of Protestant and Catholic 
votes is 7 to 1 in the 48 states as 
a whole.

His stomach is flat, his muscles 
are long and smooth under a clear, 
tanned skin and his eyes are bright. 
Here is a trained athlete, ready to 
do his stuff. 

Trained to Peak. 

After his long layoff, it would not 
be surprising to see his timing faulty, 
but his left hand is shooting to the 
mark with the speed and force of a 
striking python. You must remem- 
ber that Harold Mays is a fast man 
and extremely hard to hit and that 
both he and Billy Vidabeck have been 
Tunney’s regular sparring partners} 
so long that they know all his habits 
in the ring and his tricks of hitting.

The 
increase given caused a revision of 
the views held by the majority of 
traders and prices moved downward 
sharply from an early morning high 
for October of 22.00 to 20.99, a drop 
of 101 points or a shade over $5 a 
bale. 

The importance of the large acre- 
age estimate lies in the fact that it 
remains a fixture for the season and 
all future calculation of production 
must be based on the increase of 11.4 
per cent in ucreage. As a result of 
this change in ideas as to the acreage 
planted sentiment rapidly change 
from very bullish to bearish and the 
change was especially apparent in the 
foreign markets.

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ATTAGK LAUNCHED 
ON RADIO COMBINE 


BY MARTIN CODEL. 
(Copyright, 1928, by North American News- 
paper Alliance.) 
Washington, D. C., July 15.—Two 
years of governmental investigation 
of an alleged radio trust have reached 
a climax in severe indictments of the 
gigantic patent pool represented by 
the Radio Corporation of America 
and affiliated concerns. The brief 
just filed by Edward L. Smith, trial 
attorney for the federal trade com- 
mission, is perhaps the bitterest at- 


tack yet made against the radio com- 
bine. 


In it, Mr. Smith condemns the 
Radio corporation, the General Elec- 
tric, Westinghouse and United Fruit 
companies as a great monopoly. They 
have, he charges, divided among them- 
selves the entire field of wireless. 
Most onerous of all their trade prac- 
tices, Mr. Smith finds is the cross- 
licensing of patents under agree- 
ments designed to keep the whole 
radio trade to themselves. At one 
point in the brief he states: 


Patents Pooled, 

“A vast number of patents of 
every kind—that is, good, invalid, ad- 
judicated, non-adjudicated, useful and 
obsolete—were pooled so that they 
would place it within the power of 
the respondents to keep everyone not 
cate combination out of the radio 
ield.”’ 

Testimony was begun in 1926 on 
the commission’s original complaint 
charging the- four. companies with 
combining in illegal restraint of trade 
with respect to stock acquisition, 
patent purchases and exchanges of 
patent rights. The testimony now 
fills nine thick volumes, for evidence 
was heard in Washington, New York, 
Boston, New Orleans, Chicago, 
Seattle and San Francisco, 

The commisson’s case in chief hav- 
ing been completed, a first brief was 
filed by Mr. Smith and counsel for 
the respondents moved for a 
missal alleging that no _ illegalities 
had been established and that if there 
were any illegalities the only law vio- 
lated has been the Sherman anti-trust 
act and not the trade commission act. 
Oral arguments on this motion were 
heard in Washington last month, and 
the companies filed their brief. Mr. 
Smith’s presént brief is in reply to 
this, and the companies now have 20 
more days in which to respond once 


more, 
Court Appeal Seen. 

This being the most serions case 
ever brought against them, the radio 
group will undoubtedly carry it 
the courts in the event of an ad- 
verse ruling by the trade commission. 
Fifteen counts are contained in the 
brief against the cross-licensing agree- 
ments among the four companies, and 
20 charges of overt activities along 
other lines are specifically enumer- 
ated, 

Among the (first, it is declared the 
cross-licensing agreements create con- 
ditions which in their very nature 
are illegal, apportioning among the 
respondents the entire field of wire- 
less and protecting each company 
against competition from any other 
in their respective fields. Specific 
allegations are also made concerning 
the control of the’ radio trade and 
the fixing of prices. 

The second group ‘of charges are 
mainly historical. They are prefaced 
by an absolute disclaimer of the de- 
fense’s oft-repeated statement that 
the government helped ‘create’ the 
radio corporation in order to have 
an American-owned wireless system 
set up. 

“We submit,” Mr.

E. L. Griffin, who was released Fri- 
day under $2,500 bonds-and J. R. 
Griffin, released Sunday under simi- 
lar terms, both made visits to Zink al- 


most as soon as they gained their free- 
dom to explain to their innocent vic 
tim that they shot him thinking he was 
Fred Fair when they saw him come 
out of the house in which Fair was 
supposed to reside. They maintain 
that Fair abducted Mrs. W. O. Heath, 
their sister, and the wife of the third 
member of the party who is still in 
jail. 

Zink gave both visitors a friendly 
greeting and listened patiently to their 
explanations. 

Authorities have indicated, however, 
that the trio will be prosecuted regard- 
less of the attitude that Zink or his 
family takes in the matter. Chief of 
Detectives A. Lamar Poole has stated 
that he would personally see that the 
men are brought into court in view 
of the fact that their act was lawless 
whether they intended to shoot Zink 
or some other person.

Detectives have conducted a vigor- 
ous search for Fair and Mrs. Heath 
since the night of the shooting but 
with no results as yet and it is now 
believed that they have left the state.

Chuhknovsky (Russian aviator 
aboard Krassin) saw us, despite our 
frantic signals, 

Without Food 12 Days. 

“For 12 days we didn’t eat any- 
thing. Mariano felt death approach- 
ing at the sight of Chukhnovsky's 
plane and begged me to place his body 
aboard the plane after death should 
the flyer land. Upon seeing the Kras- 
sin Mariano regained his ebbing 
life.” 

The Italia crashed May 24, the 
account from Professor Samoilovich 
as related to him by Zappi went on. 
Thick ice formed on the dirigible and 
she sunk earthward, head first. When 
the gondola struck the ice the pas- 
sengers were hurtled out and the mo- 
torist was killed and buried in the 
ice by his companions. 

“The balloon was freed from the 
gondola,” the radiogram continued, 
and rose skyward into distance soon 
to explode and burst into flames.

ICE BREAKER KRASSIN 
PROCEEDING CAUTIOUSLY. 

Moscow, July 15.—(®)—The Rus- 
sian ice breaker Krassin reported by 
wireless today that she was proceeding 
cautiously in dense fog in an effort to 
locate the unrescued group of the 
Italia crew as well as Captain Roald 
Amundsen, who, it is believed, may 
be with them. The sturdy soviet ship 
was in the vicinity where the Vilgieri 
group of survivors from the ill-fated 
dirigible was picked up last Thursday, 

The Italia group sought is known 
as the Alessandri group and there are 
supposed to be six men in it. Captain 
Amundsen had five companions with 
him when the French seaplane in 
which they were winging their way 
northward to the rescue of Nobile 
and 
after leaving Tromsoe, Norway. In- 
eluded in this party was Lieutenant 
Lief Dietrichsen, Norwegian arctic ex- 
plorer, and Captain Rene Gilbaud, not- 
ed French pilot. 

If the Krassin is unable to make 
her way through the ice fields and 
fog it is thought by the Russian re- 


turn to a point near Cape Plaen and 
pick up the Russian aviator Chikhnov- 
sky and his four companions who 
have been marooned there since forced 
to land because of damage to their 
plane. With Chikhnovsky aboard it 
would be possible for him to make ob- 
servation flights into territory that 
the ice breaker cannot penetrate. 
Chikhnovsky and his companions are 
reported well.

WOOUSMAN SLAIN 
BY IRATE FARMER 


Galesburg, Ill., July 15.—(?)—A 
death drama with all the earmarks of 


a Kentucky feud was enacted at Cam- 
eron, 10 miles southeast of here, today 
when Curtis G. Bates, farmer and 
township magistrate, shot and killed 
Chester Burnett, 38, woodsman, and 
seriously wounded his brother, Clif- 
ford, 32. 

The shooting followed a quarrel 
over ownership of a pile of wood left 
after railroad ties had been cut from 
it. . The Burnetts leased the timber 
land from Bates and established a 
camp to cut the timber. Bates and 
the Burnetts both claimed the “slab,” 
the remains from the tie cutting opera- 
tions, according to neighbors who wit- 
nessed the killing. 

Bates, accompanied by his three 
sons, went to the camp this morning 
to get a mule. Noticing a truck near 
the “slab” and inferring that the Bur- 
netts meant to dispose:of the wood, 
Bates told them they were to leave 
it alone until the law could decide. 
Don Starke, a neighbor, said that 
Chester Burnett used abusive language 
toward Bates. Then he started toward 
the owner of the land with a club. 
Bates retreated, saying, “I’m going to 
get my gun and the sheriff and then 
you watch out,” according to Starke’s 
story. 

He went home, called Sheriff Por- 
ter, of Monmouth, and with his gun 
went back to the timber. Returning 
from his home a mile away, he aid- 
vanced toward the slab on either side 
of which the Burnetts stood, 

He fired once at Chester, killing 
him instantly, witnesses said. The 
next bullet was directed at Clifford 
and struck him in the hip. Then 
Bates dropped his weapon and await- 
ed the sheriff. 

Witnesses assert Chester was armed 
with an axe and Clifford with a 
wrench,
